RELIEF FOR SOLDIERS. 


W a s h i n g to n , July 28.—The initia­ 
tion of overtures for peace has hid tne 
effect of suspending iii a large measure 
for the time being at least interest in 
the military 
mid 
naval 
situation. 
Though it is known through the open 
Kinnelon of members of tile adminis­ 
tration that the present peace phase 
ftould remain unchanged until after 
another cabinet 
meeting tomorrow, 
t i m e was still evinced a disposition to 
discuss this matter in its every aspect. 
Naturally the first point of inquiry was 
the exact shape taken by the Spanish 
presentation of Tuesday. 
Curiosity on this point remained un* 
gratified and must probably so continue 
for some days to come, the president 
having decided that nothing more defi­ 
nite than the statement issued from the 
White House Tuesday shall be given to 
the public at this time. The motive is 
a prudential one and the president has 
even gone so tar as to suggest to the 
Madrid authorities the expediency of 
ke* ping the text of the Spanish overture 
from publication at tnis time. The 
next point of interest was the character 
aud extent of the demand likely to be 
made by the United States, as the con­ 
dition of peace. It is felt that the state­ 
ment of terms of peace, both from 
Spain and from the United States, may 
be some days off, as there doubtless will 
be considerable diplomatic fencing at 
the outset before the actual point of 
bating terms is reached. A good deal 
of this, for instance, may result from 
the attempt to define the methods of 
approach to the objects sought, whether 
through a commission or throngh the 
direct exchange of notes as initiated 
Tuesday. 
There will be much discussion in all 
likelihood also regarding an armistice, 
for it is the distinct purpose of the 
Spanish authorities to secure a suspen­ 
sion of hostilities pending tne negotia­ 
tions for peace. It may be that the ap­ 
plication will be granted, but if so it 
will be only under the most effective 
safeguards to prevent loss of any ad­ 
vantage to the United States and upon 
binding pledges that certain well de­ 
lint d objects are to be conceded to us. 
The president discussed this complex 
subject yesterday with various members 
of the cabinet as they called in the 
course of ordinary business. It is vir­ 
tually admitted by leading members of 
the administration,that upon only one 
point in peace negotiations is there 
likely to be serious friction, and that 
relates to the future of the Philippines. 
As to Cuba and Porto Rico, our govern­ 
ment feels that there a reasonably cer­ 
tainty of encountering little opposition 
to our demands. 
About the only reason which would 
impel this government to insist upon an 
indemnity would be a farther stubborn 
resistance by Spain. Speaking broadly, 
the statement was made yesterday by 
aa influential official that a settlement 
rn which Spain conceded two vital 
points, namely, freedom from a war in­ 
demnity and a retention of her control 
ot the Philippines woald appear to be a 
just balance of equiry.

DRIVEN OFF BY SPANIARDS. 


An E xpedition Sent to th e Cubans Failed 
o f Its Purpose. 


K ey W es t, July 28.—News reached 
here yesterday of the attempted laud­ 
ing on Cuban shores of a large expedi­ 
tion, men and arms, by the steamer 
Wanderer, which left Key West about 
a week ago. Banes, west of Havana, 
was the point selected for debarkation, 
but arriving there the expedition was 
confronted by a body of cavalry num­ 
bering 1,000 or more and a sharp en­ 
gagement ensued. The Wanderer was 
to have been met by a party of Cabans, 
who had evidently been dispersed by 
the Spanish forces before the arrival of 
the steamer. 
There were about two scores of sharp­ 
shooters with the expedition and they 
attempted to cover the retreat by lying 
flat aud returning the Spaniards’ Are. 
They picked off a number of the cav­ 
alrymen aud as the opposing force 
backed to the woods the Wanderer’s 
men got their boats off, but not before 
William Davis, mate; William Ross, 
seaman; Benito Se ba ta, Gabriel Alvarez, 
Felix Lopez and Rojolu Garcia had been 
slightly wounded.

It was officially given out at army 
headquarters yesterday that the first 
battalion of New Y'ork volunteer regi­ 
ment will sail for Honolulu next Satur­ 
day morning.

H o n o lu lu , July 20.—The steamship 
Coptic arrived from San Francisco on 
evening of the lath inst., with the im­ 
portant news that the United States 
senate had ratified the Newiands reso­ 
lutions making Hawaii a part of the 
U uited States. Loug before the vessel 
bud reached the harbor it was known 
that the steamer brought annexation 
news, the information being signalled 
to the Mohican. 
Whistles of 
foundries, mills and 
steamers were turned loose and pan- 
nemonium reigned. 
Fireworks were 
set off and IOO guns were fired on the 
grounds of the executive building. 
At the same time the Hawaiian band 
marched through the streets to the 
wharf playing American patriotic airs. 
An immense procession was formed and 
a march was made to the executive 
building. 
''president Dole was at his beach home 
when the steamer was sighted. He 
hurried into town and reached the 
wharf as the steamer tied up. 
Captain Sealby of the Coptic was 
presented with a silver cup by the citi­ 
zens of Honolulu for bringing the news. 
The leading men of Honolulu met to­ 
day and recommended Harold M. Sew- 
all, United States minister to Hawaii, 
for governor of the islands. 
It had been generally thought that 
President Dole woald be their choice. 
The steamship Mariposa arrived yes­ 
terday, having left Sydney July 4, 
Auckland July 9 and Honolulu on the 
21st. 
The committee of the Honolulu An­ 
nexation club and the executive coun­ 
cil have arranged the official program 
of exercises, subject, of coarse, to any 
ohanges Admiral Miller may suggest. 
In tne morning there will be a com­ 
bined naval aud military parade, con­ 
sisting of men from the warships and 
the full strength of the national guard. 
After parading the principal streets 
the procession will move to the govern­ 
ment building, where President Dole, 
the cabinet, Admiral Miller and staff, 
Minister Bewall, Consul General Hay­ 
wood and others will be grouped. 
The 
literary exercises will first take place, 
together with the singing of patriotic 
American airs. 
President Dole will 
then deliver an address and a salute of 
£1 gnus will be fired as the Hawaiian 
flag is lowered. 
The audience will then sing “The 
Star Spangled Banner” to the music of 
the band, when Admiral Miller will 
hoist the Stars and Stripes, which will 
be sainted by 21 guns. If President 
McKinley sends a proclamation it will 
be read by Admiral Miller previous to 
the hois, mg of Old Glory. 
Minister Bewall, Consul General Hay­ 
wood and others will deliver short ad­ 
dresses and the ceremony will close 
with the presentation by President 
Dole of 
an American flag 
to the 
Hawaiian national guard. 
In the evening there will be a grand 
display of fireworks and the govern­ 
ment buildings will be illustrated on a 
magnificent scale. 
A banquet will be tendered to Ad­ 
miral Miller and a ball will follow at 
the Opera House.

CONFIRMED BY FRANCE. 


OClcial N ote Tell* o f Catnbon’s Call on 
the P resident. 


P a r is , July 28.—The following offi­ 
cial note was issued here yesterday: 
“At tin* request of the Spanish govern­ 
ment the French ambassador at Wash­ 
ington has been authorized by the 
French government to present a note 
from the cabinet at Madrid to the presi­ 
dent of the United States. It is in the 
name of Spain that M. Cam bon, who 
is charged to watch Spanish interests 
in the United States, made this com­ 
munication to President McKinley at 
the White House Tuesday afternoon in 
the presence of Secretary Day.” The 
government has notified all the French 
embassies of the initiatory proposals 
for peace. 
Tne French officials assert that the 
first proposal was sent direct from 
Madrid to M. Gambon, who cabled to 
the government here, requesting in­ 
structions for bis guidance in the mat­ 
ter, and received authority to open the 
peace negotiations.

It is surmised that 
he was led to make this change by 
reason of the detention of his lighters 
aud foresaw a week’s delay in effecting 
a Landing, uuiess he weut in where he 
did and ran his troops and artillery di­ 
rectly ashore. 
He til us has avoided ex­ 
posing his troops to the hardships suf­ 
fered by Shatter's men as they lay for 
so many days off Santiago. 
It is also 
suggested that the general has scored 
au important diplomatic advantage in 
setting foot upon Porto Rican soil be­ 
fore the first overtures had been re­ 
ceived from Spain looking toward peace. 
The departure of General Brooke aud 
General Haines from Hampton Roads, 
which is expected to-day to reinforce 
General Miles in Porto Rico, is a very 
substantial evidence of the purpose of 
the governor not to abate the prosecu­ 
tion of military operations at this stage 
of the negotiations.

Hooley, the Failed Promoter, Told Some 
Very Damaging T hings In a 
Bankruptcy Court. 


L o n d o n , July 28.—The public exami­ 
nation in the bankruptcy court yester­ 
day into the affairs of Mr. Eruest Torah 
Hooley, the company 
promoter, for 
whose property, on his own application, 
a receiver was appointed on July 23, at­ 
tracted a big crowd of people. The 
debtor attributed his failure chiefly to 
his partner, a man named Hacker, crip­ 
pling the business 
by drawing out 
500,000 ponnds within two months. 
In detailing the flotation of the Dun­ 
lop Tire company, Mr. Hooley said the 
names on the directorate cost between 
£80,000 and £100,000, including those 
of Lord Albermarle, £12,500, and Lord 
De La Warr, £25,000. 
In connection with the flotation, Mr. 
Hooley also said he lost £63,000 on 
press calls,” these being ‘'shares in­ 
tended for people connected with news­ 
papers.” 
In the course of his testimony Mr* 
Hooley detailed the payments he had

The 
water gave out, the camels died, and 
one by one all the servants succumbed. 
“I went on alone,” says Dr. Hedin. 
“ The forest was very dense and the 
night black. 
I had eaten almost noth­ 
ing for ten days; I had drunk nothing 
'for five. I crossed the forest crawling 
on all fours, tottering from tree to tree. 
I carried the haft of the spade as a 
crutch. At last I came to an open space. 
The forest ended like a devastated plain. 
This was a river bed. It was quite dry. 
There was not a drop of water. 
“I went on. I meant to live. I would 
find water. 
I was very weak, but I 
crawled on all fours and at last I cross­ 
ed the river bed. 
It was three kilome­ 
ters wide. Then, as I reached the right 
bank of the river, I heard the sound of 
a dnck lifting and the noise of splash­ 
ing water. 
I crawled in that direction 
and found a large pool of clear, fresh 
water. 
“I thanked God first, and theft I felt 
my pulse 
I wanted to see the effect 
that drinking would have on it. It was 
at 48. 
“Then I drank. I drank fearfully. I 
drank and drank and drank. 
It was a 
lovely feeling. I felt my blood liquefy­ 
ing.

London, July 28.—The public exami­ 
nation in the bankruptcy court yester­ 
day into the affairs of Mr. Ernest Terah 
Hooley, the company 
promoter, for 
whose property, on his own application, 
a receiver was appointed on July 23, at 
tracted a big crowd of people. The 
debtor attributed his failure chiefly to 
his partner, a man named Hacker, crip­ 
pling the business 
by drawing out 
500,000 pounds within two months. 
In detailing the flotation of the Dun­ 
lop Tire company, Mr. Hooley said the 
names on the directorate cost between 
£80,000 and £100,000, including those 
of Lord Albermarle, £12,600, and Lord 
De La W arr, £26,000. 
In connection with the flotation, Mr. 
Hooley also said he lost £03,000 on 
“press calls,” these being “ shares in­ 
tended for people connected with news­ 
papers.” 
In th e cou rse of h is testimony Mr- 
Hooley d eta iled the payments h e had 
made to newspapers, in c lu d in g , as a l­ 
leg ed , The Pall Mall 
Gazette, The 
F in a n c ia l Post an d a n amber of sm aller 
papers. 
Mr. Hooley further asserted that he 
paid many thousands of pounds for in­ 
troductions to Lords Ashburton, War­ 
wick, Norbury and others, and he testi­ 
fied that the Earl of Winchelsea re­ 
ceived $10,000 for acting as chairman of 
one of the bicycle tube manufacturing 
concerns. 
Numerous instances were disclosed 
by Mr. Hooley in which a peer bearing 
a proud title would charge the promoter 
a sam ranging from £600 to £2,000 for 
an introduction to another peer. Thus, 
Mr. Hooley said, the earl of De La 
W arr received £2,000 pounds for an in­ 
troduction to Lord Oroville, while Lord 
Deerhurst (who married Miss Bouyuge 
of San Francisco) was paid £2,000 for 
an introduction to Lord Ashburton.

Then, as I reached the right 
bank of the river, I heard the sound of 
a dock lifting and the noise of splash­ 
ing water. 
I crawled in that direction 
and found a large pool of clear, fresh 
water.

They are left for several days while the 
fish decay and the shells open, after 
which the sand is sifted and the pearls 
found. They are then cleansed and pol­ 
ished. 
The value of the pearl depends 
on its size, roundness, color and bright­ 
ness. 
The most renowned pearls were 
the two which formed Cleopatra’s ear­ 
rings, one of which she dissolved in a 
goblet of vinegar and drank to the 
health of her guest, Mark Antony. 
The remaining pearl became the prop­ 
erty of the Emperor Augustus, who had 
it cut in two for earrings for his daugh­ 
ter Julia. Another historic pearl records 
a similar act of extravagance nearer our 
own time. 
It is said that at a banquet 
given to Queen Elizabeth on the open­ 
ing of the Royal Exchange Sir Thomas 
Gresham ground a precious pearl to 
powder and drank it in a goblet of wine 
to the health of his royal guest —Chi­ 
cago News.

The contractors building the Ohio 
river locks between Beaver and Pitts­ 
burg, are pushing the work with con­ 
siderable vigor. 
The cofferdams at Locks Nos. 2 and 4 
have been completed and the work of 
pumping them out soon will be com­ 
menced. 
Work has not been started on 
dam No. 3, as the government has not 
acquired the site. 
It is expected that 
the work of dredging for the lock foun­ 
dations will be started in a few days, 
and it will be only a short time until the 
stone work will be commenced. Clapt. 
W illiam M artin, of the Davis Island 
dam, who has supervision of the work, 
is spending much time on it. The work 
tm the dam at Merrill is also progressing 
favorably and that part on which a 
force of men are working will be fin­ 
ished in another month. 
The dam can­ 
no t be completed until next year, for the 
reason that the government will not al­ 
low it to be finished sooner. 
The Ohio River Improvement As­ 
sociation having succeeded in having a 
survey of the river made last year, will 
use every effort at the next session of 
congress to have dams located between 
M errill and Freedom.

Firecracker* In China. 
In China firecrackers can be purchas­ 
ed at a cost of 62 cents for 10,000, al­ 
though the best quality commands twice 
this price. This is but little more than 
the actual cost of manufacture. 
The 
straw paper used is of the cheapest 
grade. The powder is also of cheap and 
inferior quality, which probably ac­ 
counts for so many “ sizzers” in every 
pack. 
Most of the firecrackers are made by 
women and children at their homes, and 
rapid workers are able to earn from 6 
to 7 cents per day. 
An expert can earn 
IO cents, while a novice receives only 
his board for the first four years. 
The 
wages paid in this trade are about the 
same as those paid the common laborer. 
Besides being unhealthy, the work of 
making firecrackers is more or less dan­ 
gerous, yet the hours of labor are from 
6 a. rn. to l l p. rn. seven days in the 
week.

The Effect of W ind on Lakes. 
Attention has been called to the very 
remarkable effect of the wind on vari­ 
ous inland bodies of water. 
It is not 
nnnsnal for the residents in towns on 
the shores of lakes to be greatly incon­ 
venienced, provided a heavy wind blow­ 
ing on shore continues for any length of 
time. 
In the Baltic sea the level has 
been altered for upward of eight feet. 
Sometimes the water is blown out of a 
channel, leaving it almost dry. 
In one 
instance a depression of six feet oc­ 
curred on one side of a body of water, 
w ith a corresponding rise of eix feet on 
the other. Lake Erie has been known to 
alter its level a distance of 15 feet on 
account of heavy winds, and Lake 
Michigan was at one time the subject 
of considerable interest from the same 
cause. The wind was heavy and contin­ 
uous and piled the water up on one 
side, while the other was so low that 
people walked out upon rocks where in 
the memory of man no feet had ever 
trodden.—New York Ledger. 


How Mine* Are Exploded. 
There are several methods by which 
mines and torpedoes anchored in har­ 
bors may be detected, but it is very dan­ 
gerous and difficult work, and its suc­ 
cess depends largely upon the circum­ 
stances and the condition of the water 
and the bottom of the bay in which they 
are placed. Sometimes they are discov­ 
ered by dragging with a kedge. 
Some­ 
times they can be seen when the water 
is clear, and in order to assist the natu­ 
ral vision a canvas telescope is rigged 
which drops upon the water and shuts 
out the light from the eyes of the ob­ 
server so that he can have a better view 
of the bottom. There are other methods 
also known to sailors and frequently 
practiced. 
The most effective is called 
“ countermining” —that is, the explo­ 
sion of torpedoes in the water, which 
by their detonation cause the mines to 
explode.—Chicago Record.

grade. The powder is also of cheap and 
inferior quality, which probably ac­ 
counts for so many “ sizzers” in every 
pack. 
Most of the firecrackers are made by 
women and children at their homes, and 
rapid workers are able to earn from 6 
to 7 cents per day. 
An expert can earn 
IO cents, while a novice receives only 
his board for the first four years. 
The 
wages paid in this trade are about the 
same as those paid the common laborer. 
Besides being unhealthy, the work of 
making firecrackers is more or less dan­ 
gerous, yet tho hours of labor are from 
6 a. rn. to l l p. rn. seven days in the 
week.

THREE QUEER CITIES. 


Bach One Is Built on Islands Connected 
by Many Bridges. 
The city of Ghent, in Belgium, is 
built on 26 islands. 
These islands are 
connected 
w ith 
each 
other by 80 
bridges. The city has 300 streets and 30 
public squares. It is noted Jor boing the 
birthplace of Charles V and of John of 
Gaunt, whom Shakespeare called “ time 
honored Lancaster, ” and as the scene of 
the pacification of Ghent Nov. 8, 1576, 
and of several insurrections, sieges and 
executions of well known personages. It 
is associated with American history by 
the treaty made there Dec. 24, 1814, 
terminating the second war between 
England aud the United States, known 
as the war of 1812. 
Amsterdam, in Holland, is built on 
piles driven far below the water into 
the earth. 
The city is intersected by 
many canals, which are spanned by 
nearly 300 bridges, and resembles Ven­ 
ice in the mingling of land and water, 
though it is considerably larger than 
that city. 
The canals divide the city, 
which is about ten miles in circumfer­ 
ence, into 90 islands. 
The city of Venice is built on 80 
islets, which are connected by nearly 
400 bridges. Canals serve for streets in 
Venice, and boats, called gondolas, for 
carriages. 
The bridges are, as a rule, 
very steep, rising considerably in the 
middle, but have easy steps. The cir­ 
cumference of the city is about eight 
miles. 
The Venetians joined the Lom­ 
bard League against the German em­ 
peror, and, in 1177, gained a great vic­ 
tory in defense of Pope Alexander III, 
over the fleet of war vessels headed by 
Otto, son of Frederic Bar bar ossa. 
In 
gratitude for this victory the pope gave 
the Doge Ziani a ring, and instituted 
the world famous ceremony of “ Venice 
Marrying the Adriatic Sea.” 
In this 
ceremony the doge, as the chief ruler of 
Venice used to be termed, with appro­ 
priate ceremonies dropped a ring into 
the sea every year in recognition of 
the wealth and trade earned to Venice 
by the Adriatic.

Metallising Wood. 
A method of metallizing wood, one 
by which it becomes very solid and re­ 
sistant and assumes the appearance of a 
true metallic mirror, is described in the 
Paris Monde with much detail. 
Briefly, 
the wood is first immersed for three or 
four days, as may be its degree of per­ 
meability, in a caustic alkaline lye, and 
thence passed immediately into a bath 
of hydrosulphite of calcium, to which 
is added, 
ter 24 or 36 hours, concen­ 
trated solution of sulphur in caustic 
potash. 
The duration of this bath is 
about 48 hours, and its temperature is 
from 55 to 60 degrees. Finally the wood 
is immersed for 30 or 40 hours in a hot 
solution of acetate of lead. 
The wood 
prepared in this manner and after hav­ 
ing undergone a proper drying at a 
moderate temperature acquires under a 
burnisher of hard wood a polished sur­ 
face and exhibits a very brilliant metal­ 
lic luster—a luster still further increas­ 
ed in its attractiveness if the surface of 
the wood be rubbed thoroughly, in the 
first place, with a piece of lead, tin or 
zinc and afterward be polished with a 
glass or porcelain burnisher. 


The Americanized Emigrant. 
I have remarked, for my part, that 
the Americanization of the European 
emigrant is the result of success. 
The 
man who succeeds- becomes American 
with a facility truly prodigious, but be 
who fails remains European. 
Thus it is that a certain part of Chi­ 
cago constitutes a veritable interna­ 
tional sink where the Fritch, the 
Swedes, the Germans, the Slavs, tile 
Italians, dwell in groups, retaining in 
their misery the distinctive marks of 
their nationality, the language and tile 
habits of their races. 
On the other hand, the Americaniza­ 
tion of the others is perhaps not so com­ 
plete at bottom as it is in appearance. 
The future alone can tell. 
It remains 
true none tne less that in a single gen­ 
eration Europe seems to have lost all 
influence over the sons of those who 
have abandoned her to fix themselves in 
the new world, and who have been able 
to make any position for themselves 
there, however modest. There is in the 
air they breathe, in the life they live, 
something which takes their youth, 
their enthusiasm, and inoculates it in 
some way with all the hereditary Amer­ 
ican possessions and ideas.—Flans Re­ 
vue Blene. 
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THE DUNKERS’ LOVE FEAST. 


Feet Washing, the Great Sapper and the 
Kiss of Peace. 
“ The most important and the most 
beautiful custom of the Dunkers is their 
love feast, which they celebrate in com­ 
memoration of the Lord’s supper, after 
the manner of the primitive Chris­ 
tians, ” writes Clifford Howard in de­ 
scribing the customs of the Dunkers of 
Ephrata, Lancaster county, Pa., in The 
Ladies’ Home Journal. 
“ The celebration is held at nightfall 
and begins with the rite of feet wash­ 
ing, in imitation of the act performed 
by the Master at the last supper, when 
he washed the feet of his disciples. 
Small tubs of lukewarm water are 
brought in, and those about to receive 
the ordinance remove their shoes and 
stockings. The brothers then in turn, 
each one girding himself with a towel, 
wash and dry one another’s feet, the 
sisters at the same time doing likewise 
among themselves in their part of the 
room. 
“ After this follows the supper, the 
feast of love, which is spread on long 
tables and consists of lamb soap and 
bread and other simple viands. It is 
eaten in devout solemnity and rever­ 
ence. At the close of the meal the broth­ 
ers turn to one another and extend ti 
right hand of fellowship and the kiss < 
peace, each one shaking hands with h 
neighbor and kissing him, while th' 
sisters at their tables perform the same 
beautiful rite among themselves. The 
communion is then administered. ”

Curious Italian C ig a r s . 
A curious cigar seen in the Italian 
quarter of the city, where it is made 
and sold, is about 7% inches in length 
and very slender, being not mnoh big­ 
ger around than an all tobacco cigarette, 
and almost uniform in size for the 
greater part of its length. 
At the end 
that is placed in the month this cigar is 
made around a piece of straw an inch 
and a half in length, which projects 
about a quarter of an inch clear of the 
tobacco. 
When the cigar is made, a 
broom splint long enough to reach al­ 
most to the lighting end of the cigar is 
nm through the straw, and the cigar is 
made around that. 
The broom splint is 
cut long enough so that a quarter or 
half an inch of it projects clear of the 
straw mouthpiece. 
When the cigar is to be smoked, the 
broom splint is withdrawn. 
The open­ 
ing through it where the splint was 
makes the cigar draw freely, and the 
section of straw at the slender end 
keeps the cigar open there. 
These 
cigars, made of strong, dark tobacco, 
are sold at retail for a cent each.—New 
York Son.

Metallising Wood. 
A method of metallizing wood, one 
by which it becomes very solid and re­ 
sistant and assumes the appearance of a 
true metallic mirror, is described in the 
Paris Monde with much detail. 
Briefly, 
the wood is first immersed for three or 
four days, as may be its degree of per­ 
meability, in a caustic alkaline lye, and 
thence passed immediately into a bath 
of hydrosulphite of calcium, to which 
is added, gif ter 24 or 36 hours, concen­ 
trated solution of sulphur in caustic 
potash. 
The duration of this bath is 
about 48 boors, and its temperature is 
from 55 to 50 degrees. Finally the wood 
is immersed for 30 or 40 hours in a hot 
solution of acetate of lead. The wood 
prepared in this manner and after hav­ 
ing undergone a proper drying at a 
moderate temperature acquires under a 
burnisher of hard wood a polished sur­ 
face and exhibits a very brilliant metal­ 
lic laster—a luster still further increas­ 
ed in its attractiveness if the surface of 
the wood be rubbed thoroughly, in the 
first place, with a piece of lead, tin or 
zinc and afterward be polished with a 
glass or porcelain burnisher.

White House Tuesday shall lie given to

The motive is 
a prudential one aud the president has 
even gone so tar as to suggest to the 
Madrid authorities the exjiediency of 
keeping the text of the Spanish overture 
from publication at this time. The 
next point of interest was the character 
aud extent of the demand likely to be 
made by the United States, as the con­ 
dition of peace. 
It is felt that the state­ 
ment of terms of peace, both from 
Spam aud from the United States, may 
lie some days off, as there doubtless will 
be considerable diplomatic fencing at 
the outset before the actual point of 
-dating terms is reached. 
A good deal 
of this, for instance, may result from 
the attempt to define the methods of 
approach to the objects sought, whether 
through a commission or through the 
direct exchange of notes as initiated 
Tuesday. 
There will be much discussion in all 
likelihood also regarding an armistice, 
for it is the distinct purpose of the 
Spanish authorities to secure a suspen­ 
sion of hostilities pending tile negotia­ 
tions for peace.

In McClure’s Magazine there is an 
Interesting account of Dr. Sven Hedin, 
a young Swedish traveler, who has been 
doing som e remarkable work in Asia, in 
an attempt to cross the hitherto unex­ 
plored Takla-Makan desert. 
His party 
entered the desert April IO, 1895. The 
water gave out, the camels died, and 
one by one all the servants succumbed. 
“ I went on a lo n e, ” says Dr. Hedin. 
"The forest was very dense and the 
night black. 
I had eaten almost noth­ 
ing for ten days; I had drunk nothing 
for five. I crossed the forest crawling 
on all fours, tottering from tree to tree. 
I carried the haft of the spade as a 
crutch. At last I came to an open space. 
The forest ended like a devastated plain. 
This was a river bed. It was quite dry. 
There was not a drop of water. 
" I went on. I meant to live. I would 
find water. 
I was very weak, but I 
crawled on all fours and at last I cross­ 
ed the river bed. 
It was three kilome­ 
ters wide. Then, as I reached the right 
bank of the river, I heard the sound of 
a duck lifting and the noise of splash­ 
ing water. 
I crawled in that direction 
and found a large pool of clear, fresh 
water. 
" I thanked God first, and thet\ I felt 
my pulse 
I wanted to see the effect 
that drinking would have on it. It was 
at 48. 
"Then I drank. 
I drank fearfully. I 
drank and drank and drank. 
It was a 
lovely feeling. I felt my blood liquefy­ 
ing. 
It began to run in my veins; my 
pores opened. My pulse went up at once 
to 6ii. I felt quite fresh and living. ”

perience, Dr. Hedin crossed the desert 
again from south to north, and was re­ 
warded by the discovery of a "very old 
town."

Pearls, tho costly product of the pearl 
fish of the Persian gulf, are obtained 
from the bed of the sea by divers, who 
bring up as many of the oysterlike shells 
as they can and then place them in 
heaps on the shore covered with sand. 
They are left for several days while the 
fish decay and the shells open, after 
which the sand is sifted aud the pearls 
found. They are then cleansed and pol 
ished.

Another Admits He Fired the 
Revolver, 


BUT STORIES DIFFER WIDELY

He was shot while on the 
bridge last night, and James McOon- 
naughy. B. D.Richardson, Lena Manny- 
penny and Lottie Stiles are in 
jail 
awaiting the outcome. 
The affair is surrounded by mystery 
because the imprisoned parties cannot 
be interviewed, O’Hanlon is too ill to 
talk and the only man available tells a 
story which does not agree with that of 
the accused. 
The story begins yesterday afternoon 
when Irwin Shaffer was sent by John 
Rinehart to the country home of Hon. 
Peter A. Pugh near Fairview for the 
purpose of bringing to town a cow. Not 
caring to ride alone he took Frank 
O’Hanlon, bartender at Stoffel’s saloon, 
with him. 
Early in the evening Mr. 
Pugh telephoned that it would be well to 
leave the cow with him for the present, 
as the men were not in position to bring 
it to town. 
Then they started for home. 
The exciting part of their journey is 
best told by Shaffer, who made this 
statement to the N ews Review : 
“We were on the bridge near the Ohio 
pier when we met B. D. Richardson, 
James 
McConnaughy, Lena Manny- 
penny and Lottie Skiles. 
I heard the 
report of the revolver and O’Hanlon said 
to me ‘I am shot.’ I asked him what he 
was joking about, and he replied that he 
was not joking but was shot. O’Hanlon 
got out of the buggy and went into the 
crowd. Then I left' the buggy and fol­ 
lowed him. 
The horse started away, 
and I went after it. 
O’Hanlon came 
and told me he had been shot in the 
side. 
He got in the buggy, and I took 
him to Staffers. 
There he was taken 
up stairs and put to bed.” 
The story of the shooting, as told by 
th*' other party, does not agree with 
what Shaffer bas to say. 
According to 
McConnaughy, Shaffer and O’Hanlon 
were on the bridge away from their 
buggy and was assulting them when he j 
fired in self defense. 
He does not deny 
that he had the revolver and fired the 
shot. 
A bruise on O 'Hanlon ’s head 
seems to point to a row of unusual pro­ 
portions. 
After the shooting the party walked 
acro-s the bridge, and stopping at the 
livery stable secured a surrey. 
They 
drove quickly away in the direction of 
Kook spring. 
Meantime the affair became noised 
around Second street, although it oc­ 
curred at 19:80 o’clock this morning, 
and John Riueharr reported it to Officers

The contractors bniMing the Ohio 
river locks between Beaver and Pitts­ 
burg, are pushing the work with con 
siderable vigor. 
The cofferdams at Locks Nos. 2 and 4 
have been completed and the work of 
pumping them out soon will be com 
menced. 
Work has not been started on 
dam No. 3, as the government has not 
acquired the site. 
It is expected that 
the work of dredging for the lock fonn 
dations will be started in a few days, 
and it will be only a short time nntil the 
stone work will be commenced. Oapt. 
William Martin, of the Davis Island 
dam, who has supervision of the work. 
is spending mach time on it. The work 
on the dam at Merrill is also progressing 
favorably and that part on which a 
force of men are working will be fin­ 
ished in another month. 
The dam can­ 
not be completed until next year, for the 
reason that the government will not al­ 
low it to be finished sooner. 
The Ohio River Improvement As 
sociation having succeeded in having a 
survey of the river made last year, will 
use every effort at the next session of 
congress to have dams located between 
Merrill and Freedom.

Firecracker* In China. 
In China firecrackers can be purchas­ 
ed at a cost of 62 cents for 10,000, al­ 
though the best quality commands twice 
this price. This is but little more than 
the actual cost of manufacture. 
Tho 
straw paper used is of the cheapest 
grade. The powder is also of cheap and 
inferior quality, which probably ac 
counts for so many “ sizzers” in every 
pack. 
Most of the firecrackers are made by 
women and children at their homes, and 
rapid workers are able to earn from 5 
to 7 cents per day. 
An expert can earn 
IO cents, while a novice receives only 
his board for the first four years. 
The 
wages paid in this trade are about the 
same uh those paid the common laborer. 
Besides being unhealthy, the work of 
making firecrackers is more or less dan­ 
gerous, yet tho hours of labor are from 
6 a. rn. to 11 p. rn. seven days in the 
week.

The Effect o f W ind on Lake*. 
Attention has been called to the very 
remarkable effect of the w’ind on vari­ 
ous inland bodies of water. 
It is not 
unusual for the residents in towns on 
the shores of lakes to be greatly incon­ 
venienced, provided a heavy wind blow­ 
ing on shore continues for any length of 
time. 
In the Baltic sea the level has 
been altered for upward of eight feet. 
Sometimes the water is blown out of a 
channel, leaving it almost dry. 
In one 
instance a depression of six feet oc­ 
curred on one side of a body of water, 
with a corresponding rise of eix feet on 
tho other. Lake Erie has been known to 
alter its level a distance of 15 feet on 
account of heavy winds, and Lake 
Michigan was at one time the subject 
of considerable interest from the same 
cause. The wind was heavy and oontin 
nous and piled the water up on one 
side, while the other was so low that 
people walked out upon rocks where in 
the memory of man no feet had ever 
trodden.—New York Ledger.

How Mines A re E xploded. 
There are several methods by which 
mines and torpedoes anchored in har­ 
bors may be detected, but it is very dan­ 
gerous and difficult work, aud its sue 
cess depends largely upon the circum 
stances and tile condition of the water 
aud the bottom of the bay in which they 
are placed. Sometimes they are discov 
erod by dragging with a kedge. Some­ 
times they can be seen when the water 
is clear, and in order to assist the natu­ 
ral vision a canvas telescope is rigged 
which drops upon the water aud shots 
out tho light from the eyes of the ob­ 
server so that he can have a better view 
of the bottom. There are other methods 
also known to sailors and frequently 
practiced. 
The most effective is called 
countermining” —that is, the explo­ 
sion of torpedoes in the water, which 
by their detonation cause the mines to 
explode.—-Chicago Record.

T H R E E QUEER CITIES. 


E ach O ne in B u ilt on Isla n d s C onnected 
by M auy B rid g es. 
The city of Ghent, in Belgium, is 
built on 26 islands. 
These islands are 
connected 
w ith 
each 
other 
by 80 
bridges. The city has 800 streets and 30 
public squares. It is notedjor being the 
birthplace of Charles V and of John of 
Gaunt, whom Shakespeare called “ time 
honored Lancaster. ’’ and as the scene of 
the pacification of G hent Nov. 8, 1576, 
and of several insurrections, sieges and 
executions of well known personages. It 
is associated with American history by 
the treaty made there Dec. 24, 1814, 
term inating the second w ar between 
England and the U nited States, known 
as the war of 1812. 
Amsterdam, in Holland, is built on 
piles driven far below the water into 
the earth. 
The city is intersected by 
m any canals, which are spanned by 
nearly 300 bridges, and resembles Ven­ 
ice in the m ingling of land and water, 
though it is considerably larger than 
th at city. 
The canals divide the city, 
w hich is about ten m iles in circum fer­ 
ence, into 90 islands. 
The city of Venice is built on 80 
islets, which are connected by nearly 
400 bridges. Canals serve for streets in 
Venice, and boats, called gondolas, for 
carriages. 
The bridges are, as a rule, 
very steep, rising considerably in the 
middle, but have easy steps. The cir­ 
cumference of the city is about eight 
miles. 
The Venetians joined the Lom­ 
bard League against the German em­ 
peror, and, in 1177, gained a great vic­ 
tory in defense of Pope Alexander III, 
over the fleet of w ar vessels headed by 
Otto, son of Frederic Barbarossa. 
In 
gratitude for this victory the pope gave 
the Doge Ziani a ring, and instituted 
the world famous ceremony of “ Venice 
M arrying the A driatic Sea.” 
In this 
ceremony the doge, as the chief ruler of 
Venice used to be termed, w ith appro­ 
priate ceremonies dropped a ring into 
the sea every year in recognition of 
the w ealth and trade carried to Venice 
by the Adriatic.

M e ta llisin g W ood. 
A method of m etallizing wood, one 
by which it becomes very solid and re­ 
sistant and assumes the appearance of a 
true m etallic m irror, is described in the 
Paris Monde w ith m ach detail. 
Briefly, 
the wood is first immersed for three or 
four days, as may be its degree of per­ 
m eability, in a caustic alkaline lye, and 
thence passed im m ediately into a bath 
of hydrosulphite of calcium, to which 
is added, filte r 24 or 36 hours, concen­ 
trated solution of sulphur in caustic 
potash. 
The duration of this bath is 
about 48 hours, and its tem perature is 
from 55 to 60 degree)*. Finally the wood 
is immersed for 30 or 40 hours in a hot 
solution of acetate of lead. 
The wood 
prepared in this m anner and after hav­ 
ing undergone a proper drying at a 
moderate tem perature acquires under a 
burnisher of hard wood a polished sur­ 
face and exhibits a very brilliant m etal­ 
lic luster—a luster still further increas­ 
ed in its attractiveness if the surface of 
the wood be rubbed thoroughly, in the 
first place, w ith a piece of lead, tin or 
zinc and afterw ard be polished w ith a 
glass or porcelain burnisher.

C urious Ita lia n C igars. 
A curious cigar seen in the Italian 
quarter of the city, where it is made 
and sold, is about 7% inches in length 
and very slender, being not m uch big­ 
ger around than an all tobacco cigarette, 
and almost uniform in size for the 
greater part of its length. 
At the end 
th at is placed in the m outh this cigar is 
made around a piece of straw an inch 
and a half in length, which projects 
about a quarter of an inch clear of the 
tobacco. 
When the cigar is made, a 
broom splint long enough to reach al­ 
most to the lighting end of the cigar is 
run through the straw, and the cigar is 
made around that. 
The broom splint is 
cut long enough so th at a quarter or 
half an inch of it projects clear of the 
straw mouthpiece. 
W hen the cigar is to be smoked, the 
broom splint is w ithdraw n. 
The open­ 
ing through it where the splint was 
makes the cigar draw freely, and the 
section of straw at the slender end 
keeps the cigar open there. 
These 
cigars, made of strong, dark tobacco, 
are sold at retail for a cent each.—New 
York Son.

The first owl which came to Chicago 
in this m anner was sent as aventure by 
a farm er boy, who had somehow m an­ 
aged to entrap it aliva It proved so un­ 
expectedly successful in ridding the

The freedom 
from rodents which it brought induced 
other commission men to look out foi 
owls, and from the commission finns 
the idea gradually spread to the grocers, 
butchers and market keepers generally 
of the city. 
Now a large percentage of 
these men keep an owl down in the cel­ 
lar during the daylight and bring it up 
to the store when darkness falls. 
It is 
said th at the expense and care of m ain­ 
taining ow’Is are more than repaid by 
their services in vanquishing the rat* 
and mice. 
The owners abd janitors of 
the large apartm ent houses in the city 
are also beginning to realize the value 
of possessing an owl when rats, mice, 
cockroaches and vermin generally arn to 
be exterm inated.—Chicago Times-H er­ 
ald.

cigars the yearly product is several hun­ 
dred m illion, one factory alone employ­ 
ing 10,000 hands, and of M anila hemp 
the yearly product is probably 200,000 
tons. 
One factory in M anila produces 
40,000,000 cigarettes in a single year. 
The imports are also of enormous 
value. 
The United States sends the 
Philippines chiefly kerosene oil and 
flour, while England, Germany and 
France sell them print cloths, w hite 
drilling, hardware, canned goods, etc. 
There are other large towns in the 
islands, but most of the im ports are 
landed at M anila and are shipped to 
them by local steamers. 
One company 
alone has 27 steamers engaged in local 
and coastwise trade, their ships ranging 
in size from 500 to 3,000 tons.—Isaac 
M. E lliott in Scribner’s.
